derstood 'death was found to be due' to 
heart failure following a stroke of ap- 
oplexy. .The body will be embalmed 
and-, sent to America.

;hrow any -light on the movements of 
the diplomat during the few hours 
preceding his death. 


Friends who had seerr him during 


the day say'that he .appeared to be

with whom he dined or how he. spent 
:he-evening'had not been learned to- 
day. There-was no evidence-of. assault 
or robbery and It was at once sup- 
posed • that .death was due 'to heart 
trouble or a stroke of paralysis.

SHOCKS STATE DEPARTMENT. 


Washington, D. ' C., Oct. IS.—After 


the state department yesterday learned 
of the death in-'London of Mr- Buch-

secretary of state, made the-following 
statement: 


"The press •'report of, the. death in 


London of William T. Buchanan was a 
great-shock to the department-of state, 
to whom he was/well known as a. man 
of high attainments and signal abil- 
ities in tho fields of diplomacy. ' 


"Mr. Buchanan's- official career in- 


cluded service as minister.to the Ar- 
gentine republic. 
"While' holding that 


office he settled,.as arbitrator, a fam- 
ous boundary dispute between the Ar- 
gentine republic and Chile. 
He was 


first American minister to Panama. He 
also served as a delegate to the second 
and as head of-the delegation to the 
third pan-American 
conference. 
He 


ably represented the United States at 
the Central American peace confer- 
ence, which resulted" in the "Washing- 
ton conventions .of 1007, which have 
meant so much to the Central Ameri- 
can republics, and also was connected 
with the negotiations of the United 
States-Colombia-Panama treaties. His 
recent achievements as high commis- 
sioner to settle the disputes between 
the United States and Venezuela were 
important and successful. At the time 
of his death he had been appointed 
agent-of the United States for the fu- 
ture'arbitration at The Hague of the 
one Venezuelan case not adjusted as a 
consequence of his negotiations ai 
Caracas."

It was interesting and not a little 


significant to observe In the course 
of my Investigations that the im- 
provement of Fort Wayne 'was popu- 
larly interpreted to mean the plan- 
ning of a river drive. 
But this re- 


port will havii failed In its purpose If, 
in the many pages It has covered be- 
fore reaching that subject, it has not 
shown that comprehensive improve- 
meiit of the city must mean a great 
many other things as well. 


There should not bf> inference, how- 


ever, that the other things aro more 
Important than the drlv. 
Some of 


them aro not as important. For in 
parkins the river banks and putting 
drive und walk along their edge Fort 
Wayne will he turning to account its 
great natural asset, and developing 
its 
own 
proper 
Individuality—in 


which, so far 
as 
this Is gracious, 


rests the charm of every town. 


Development of River Banks. 


If I may quote once more 'from one 


of rhy own books, "Modern Civic Art," 
describes, as a rule so commond as 
to bo almost generally accepted, 'tho 
principle that tho stream banks of a 
community should 
be 
reserved for 


park -development, if their commercial 
value permits. 
Such acquirement is 


"nearly mire to bo picturesque, po- 
^tontially If not In fact, and has cer- 
tainly the relief of variey; It is'quite 
likely to be distinctive; and It is fre- 
quently, until thus taken charge of, a 
menace to the 'health of the com- 
munity, for It is probably made a 
dumping ground, if not an open sew- 
er for the neighborhood. On this ac- 
count, also, 
while 
possessing per- 


haps tho district's greatest chance of 
beuuty, it is a squrce of ugliness un- 
til redeemed. 
But tho ridges 'of its 


rising banks are 'likely to furnish a 
convenient and natural boundary to 
frame a landscape picture to be here 
created, while the trans-water view, 
which is always charming, adds the 
width 'of- the stream to the apparent 
park area without removing an equal 
tract from the slender tax lists of the 
town, or from the habitable area of 
the crowded city.'

Begins to Trace the System. 


Suppose we begin with the little 


pumping station 
just 
south 'of the 


Broadway bridge over the St. Mary's 
river. There is here a small bit of 
public property, sodded

bo given to this spot will shed Its In- 
fluence far down a traveled thorough- 
fare, 


It is remarkable how far and with 


vhat ease the imaginary park drive 
an be built. From the pumping sta- 
ion at the city line to West 
Main 


treet, by the course suggested, is well 
above two miles, and a two-mile drive 
in the edge of a city and penetrating 
nto Its built-up sections is a very ex- 
raordinary and enviable possession. 


Much Mora Is Possible, 


But eVen this is not all, though for 
•space beyond West Main street the 


course is not as easy. 
If, however, 


or 3. short distance here there are real 
obstacles to overcome, there should be 
recollection that the value of this part 
of the drive far transcends any im- 
portance "It .can have of itself alone, 
considerable though that 
would be. 


Its great value as a connecting link, 
tying together the river drives, and 
making one beautiful and/ extensive 
system of the whole. Its cost is prop- 
erly to be spread 
over " that of the 


whole drive—otherwise so absurdly in- 
expensive. 


The first difficulty is with regard to 


tho Nickel Plate crossing, the width 
of the trackage here making a subway 
extremely undesirable, even if there 
were no other objections. I propose 
that the' drive, crossing West Main 
street, shall begin to descend, reach- 
ing below the first bridge a point that 
would give to it a twelve-foot clear- 
ance- beneath the bottom chord of the 
bridge. As it descends, it 1s to swing 
into the river bed, where It. will pro- 
ceed by concrete arches on properly 
supported steel 
cross 
girders 
with 


brick 
pavement, 
until 
the 
second 


bridge has been passed. At the low 
level It would be beneath high water. 
On tho water side, I would therefore 
have a solid concrete coping three and 
one-half feet Iiigh. This will not shut 
out the view, and yet such unusual 
conditions of high water as may be 
expected to occur not more than once 


As the lots become shallow beyond 


Pulton street, the houses naturally be- 
come smaller and less expensive. For 
the most part, beyond Fulton street. 
they are one-story frame houses, that. 
eve:i so. have seen their best days. The 
ultimate and logical development will 
be the city's acquirement and parking 
of all this space, amounting to two and 
one-half 
blocks, 
between 
Superior 


street and the river. 


Part of Work Can Well Wait 


Then at Ewing street the drive 


would swine in close to the river. But 
with all that Fort Wayne has now to 
do. my Judgment is that this part of 
the work can well wait. Xo fuch en- 
hancement of value can be anticipated 
for these lots as to involve much loss 
on so doing, and the use of only three 
blocks of Superior street as a link In 
the river drive will not seriously de- 
tract from the drive's attraction. 


But at Webster street, the river be- 


ing now a considerable distance from 
the street, the drive -ought to tun 
north on the highway to regain th« 
bank. 
The lot on. the east side cf 


Webster street is very narrow at tha 
end, 
so that but little private proper!} 


will have to be crossed to reach Wells 
street, and that little is the back of the 
lot with nothing more formidable thai 
an" old lumber shed to present an ob 
stacle. 
Beyond Wells street, between 


Wood avenue and the river, there is a 
little frame dwelling, a coal yard and 
a lime, cement and stone yard—the 
first industrial occupation of the river 
bank yet encountered. This will have 
to be cleared out, and the drive car- 
ried right across to Harrison street. 


Unsightly and Menacing. 


Thence we have the aid of Eureka 


avenue. The narrow strip between the 
avenue and the river should be ac- 
quired and cleared, as should the bal- 
ance of the tract, to Calhoun street. 
The rapid encroachment on the stream 
bed which Is here taking place, through 
filling in, is an interesting and in- 
structive example of unsightly and 
menacing operations that may he 
looked for if such property remains in 
private hands. 
Not only would this 


dangerous work be thus 
effectually 


stopped, but the drive would by this 
means be brought around to Calhoun 
street, whence it can bfi easily swung 
along iha river through the vacant land 
of • the 
one remaining block before 


"Clinton street Is reached. So would be 
completed the drive on the right bank 
of the St. Mary's. 


Cross River at Clinton. 


For at Clinton street the river should 


be crossed. 
The concrete bridge is 


here, and though this falls far short of 
what It ought to be, it is the only at- 
tempt as yet to give Fort Wayne a 
beautiful bridge. It needs light stand- 
ards and sidewalks, and Its width from 
parapet to parapet Is only thirty-six 
feet—or no more than the road itself 
ought to be. For here the road car- 
ries not only-the park traffic, but the 
street traffic of an important thor- 
oughfare. 


However, the sidewalks can probably 


bs swung out on wrought Iron brack- 
ets with ho bad effects, and the bridge 
—given better approaches—made very 
presentable and serviceable. But quite 
apart from the fortunate chance of the 
presence of a concrete bridge at Clin- 
ton street, this is the natural point for 
crossing. 
Here the proposed river 


drive reaches, In the'athletic field and

Next Census. Likely to Show 


Hoosier State Has One 


New One Due. 


Indianapolis, Oct. 18.—Indiana poli- 


ticians of all parties are very much in- 
terested in the federal census of popu- 
lation that is to be taken next year, be- 
cause a redlstrictlng of the state for 
congressional purposes Is certain to 
follow the census, and in all probabll- 
Hy Indiana will gain one congressman, 
at least, although that depends upon 
the extent to which congress Increases 
the ratla of representation. 


The situation has in It much to in- 


terest the politicians and the Indiana 
members of congress, whose hopes are 
centered in a continuance o£ official 
life, are especially concerned, as no 
one of them can bank with certainty 
on the shape in which his political 
fences will be left after the rearrange- 
ment of the congressional boundaries 
required by the shifting of "population 
during the decennial period. 


It Is as yet an open question as to 


whether the legislature to be elected 
next year will .be called upon to enact 
a congressional apportionment law. It 
is not likely, however, that the reap- 
portionment of the state will take 
place prior to the legislature of 1913, 
unless a special session should be 
called, for the reason that the census 
bureau moves' slowly and it will hardly 
be possible for congress to secure the 
tabulated returns and fix a new ratio 
of representation before the "Indiana

The government's preliminary esti- 


mate 'of Indiana's population next 
•ear is 2,775,000.

:rom a speech . delivered by Mr. -Sebas- 
tian Mueller, Vice-Presidcnt of the H. J. 
aemz Company, a firm most active in- its 
antagonism . to preservatives : 


"Mould and fermentation are fre- 


quently found by the housewife in the 
goods which she herself put up, . and 
when the home articles are finally taken 
into use- the mould is removed and the 
;ood part underneath is eaten. 
When 


the home product is found to be fer- 
nentcd it is boiled over -and then used, 
3ut while the housewife may be willing 
to remove the mould from her own 
goods and boil over the fermented goods 
which she herself has made, she is not 
likely to buy mouldy or fermented goods 
from the grocer. When the goods are 
made on a large-scale,, although with the 
same care and cleanliness, you can read- 
ily see what will happen when they are 
shipped over long distances and trans- 
ported from one climate to, another: "If 
any mould has formed before the goods 
are shipped, the mould will become 
mixed with the entire contents of the 
package during transit, and if complete 
spoilage did "not take 'place ori this ac- 
count, the consumer would be eating 
mould, which, in my opinion, is more 
objectionable than to eat the small and 
harmless quantrty of added preservative 
required to prevent its formation. 


"Again, if goods were slightly . fer- 


mented on the top of the package, the 
bactcrja of fermentation would become 
mixed with the balance during the tran- 
sit, and the whole package would go up 
in fermentation. 
Now, let us -come to 


the preservative itself. 
The least ob- 


jectionable one in use to-day seems to 
be benzoate_ of soda. It is non-po:son- 
ous, and docs not accumulate in the 
human system."

"Benzoic acid, then, we have learned' 
is actually the vital natural substance 
contained in. -certain minor fruits 'and 
vegetables, that, acts as a preservative 
against decay. 
When combined with 


soda and appljed to any vegetable or ani- 
mal substance, its action is precisely the 
same as in its natural state and place— 
it arrests the process of. decay. 
The 


quantity necessary adequately to prevent 
the, process of fermentation— which is 
actually decay— is very small, an.d it-ef- 
tectually prevents the development of 
Mctena, destroying these should thev 
find entry.' In the form of benzoate o'f 
soda th.s preservative is a white crys- 
talline substance, and it is colorless 
odorless, and practically tasteless. . That 
which is used in foods is obtained from' 
toluene, a coal-tar product'. The 'im- 
pression wh:ch has been fostered to the 
effect that it is obtained from hippuric 
acid is erroneous. Such benzoic acid is 
too expensive for commercial use, and 
is of German production. 
Importers 


state that, not an ounce is sold in this 
country- for use in foods.1 Dr. H W 
Wiley has stated: 'In so far as I know, 
none of this particular kind of benzoic 
acid is used in foods.' "

Further a list of all the experiments- 


that have been made along these lines is' 
given, and it is at once apparent that of 
the 125 authorities quoted, not one 
lound any harmful effects from ben- 
zoate of soda, but each, on the contrary, 
upholds its use as the only certain safe, 
clean and harmless substance to use' in 
conncct:on with cither home or factory 
preserving. 


As a further evidence that popularly 


distributed information is not all it pre- 
tends to be, Food Preservation cite. 
the work of Dr. H. W. Wiley, tlie Gov- 
ernment chemist, who has declared 
against benzoate of soda. It has beer 
generally supposed bv the uninformed 
that Dr. Wiley spent many long and 
arduous years of toll investigating this 
preservative, but the facts, as given by 
the doctor himself, show most plainly 
that his work along this line was con- 
fined to one month, and .that he made 
no attempt to go deeply into the mat- 
ter. We slso find that the much quoted 
expression 
"when experts disagree,"

Wiley, with his brief and incomplete ex- 
periment, is ranged on the one side, and 
that four of the greatest scientists this 
country has ever known.

Paris. Oct. IS.—-As a result of the ac- 


cident to the French dirigible balloon 
Republique. In which
